EXTENSIVE WAR MANEUVERS 
70 BE HELD AT FORT RILEY 


Large Scale Use of Mechanized 
and Motorized Troops to Be 
Undertaken in May. 
By the Associated Press. 
JUNCTION CITY, Kan., April 14. 
—Military maneuvers on the larg- 
est scale attempted since the World 
War are planned for May at Fort 
Riley, near here.

Prosecutor Frank Cullitan out- 
lined the transaction as follows: 

Van Sweringen visited the J. P. 
Morgan offices in New York on 
Sept. 29, 1931, “on another matter.” 
Ushered into another room, he 
found Nutt, who previously had 
asked if Van Sweringen could sel] 
the Cleveland bank some bonds. 

Papers were signed whereby the 

railroad man sold the bank $10, 
000,000 in Government bonds, which 
he had left with the Morgan com- 
pany for safekeeping. The Van 
Sweringen deposit account in the 
Cleveland bank was credited with 
$10,112,540, representing the market 
value, plus accrued interest. 
On the same date, the Union 
Trust Co. statement showed the 
bank held $10,112,540 in bonds and 
interest. Nine days later the trans- 
action was reversed, and Van 
Sweringen bought the bonds back. 
The securities themselves remained 
in the Morgan vaults throughout, 
and Prosecutor Cullitan quoted Van 
Sweringen as acknowledging that 
no money had changed hands. 

“I did it merely to accommo- 
date Joe Nutt and others of the 
Union Trust staff,” he was quoted 
as saying.

Investigation of Charges Ali Over 
United States Called for 
Under Resolution.

Rules Question of Consti- 
tutionality of Law Is Not 
‘Properly Presented in 
Florida Citrus Case. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW ORLEANS, April 14. — 
The United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals of the Fifth Circuit re- 
voked today an interlocutory injune- 
tion wsued by United States Judge 
Alexander Akerman in the Southern 
District of Florida, which restrained 
the Florida Citrus Control Commit- 
tee, an agency of the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration, from 
applying AAA measures two 
Florida shipping and producing 
companies, 

The Citrus Control Committee, 
set up under the AAA, issued or- 
ders prorating interstate and for- 
eign shipments of the citrus crop. 
Two shippers and growers—The 
Hillsborough Packing Co. and Lake 
Fern Groves, Inc.—applied to Judge 
Akerman for an injunction against 
the committee and against Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wallace, attack- 
ing the constitutionality of the act. 
The Government’s only answer was 
a motion to dismiss the suit as to 
Wallace on the ground of no juris- 
diction, Wallace not being a resi- 
dent of Judge Akerman’s district. 
This motion was allowed. The in-

Government appealed. 
Ruling of Appeals Court. 

The Appeals Court today said: 

“The interlocutory injunction was 
granted on the broad ground, as 
stated by the District Judge. . . 
that the sections of the act involved

E. C. MAY ACQUITTED 


N PEORIA LIF CASE 


Official Charged With Em- 
bezzling $35,000 Insisted He 
Was “Goat” in Receivership. 


By the Associated Press. . 

PEORIA, IIll., April 14. — Emmet 
C. May was acquitted last night of 
charges of embezzling $35,004 from 
the Peoria Life Insurance Co., of 


which he was formerly chairman 
of the board. The jury deliberated 
seven hours. 

The contention that May was be- 
ing made the “goat” of the Insur- 
ance Company receivership was 
stressed by the defense. State’s At- 
torney Champion told the jury that 
the most significant feature of the 
trial was that the question of what 
was done with the $35,004 allegedly 
embezzled had not been answered. 

Four counts were contained in 
the indictment. Three involved 
transfer of company funds to May’s 
personal account, allegedly without 
authority, and the fourth, embezzle- 
ment of £12,400 advanced for travel- 
ing and other expenses. Defense 
attorneys argued that the money 
had been spent in the interests of 
the company. 

May, who is 58 years old, was one 
of the organizers of the insurance 
company in 1908. It had more than 
$180,000,000 of insurance in force 
when it went in receivership Nov. 
15, 1933. The Bank of Peoria, of 
which May was president, closed 
on the same day that the insurance 
company went into rece‘vership. 


GLASS SAYS PIECE IN HIS PAPER

Senator Comments on Insertion of 
Editorial in Congressional.

JEFFERSON DAY 


Comptroller of Currency 


O’Connor Principal 


Speaker at Dinner Cele- 
brating 191st Birthday. 


A Democratic City Administra- 
tion, for the first time in 24 years, 
held sway last night at the annual 


Jefferson Day dinner, commemorat- 
ing the 191st birthday of Thomas 
Jefferson, founder of that party and 
author of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. 

‘The dinner, attended by about 
1500, was ‘held at Hotel Jefferson 
with J. F. T. O’Connor, Comptrol- 
ler of the Currency, as the princi- 
pal speaker. 

Mayor Dickmann presided, intro- 
ducing the city and State officials 
present, including Supreme Court 
Justice C. A. Leedy Jr., Supreme 
Court Commissioner John T. Fitz- 
simmons, members of the Board of 
Aldermen and the Mayor’s cabinet, 
and Roland F. O’Bryen, president 
of the Jefferson Club, which, with 
other Democratic organizations, 
sponsored the celebration. 

William L. Igoe, president of the 
Board of Police Commissioners, 
asked the Democrats to bear _ in 
mind, in the Congressional elections 
next fall, the desirdbility of return- 
ing a Congress which will continue 
to support President Roosevelt. 
Lawrence McDaniel, former Circuit 
Attorney, made a plea for party 
harmony, and City Counselor Hay 
praised the Democratic Administra- 
tions, Federal, State and local. 

- Address by O’Connor. 

Comptroller O’Connor, after trac- 
ing the career of Jefferson and 
his part in the early days of the 
republic, said: “We are nearer to 
Jefferson today, because our Gov- 
ernment is nearer the people than 
it has ever been before.” 

He recalled the attacks made on 
Jefferson's policies and personal in- 
tegrity during his life time, and 
called for a more generous support 
of the men elected to administer 
the affairs of government. 

Part of his talk dealt with the 
banking situation in Missouri with 
which he was familiar because it 
was his duty, at the conclusion of 
the banking holiday last year, to 
issue licenses permitting national 
banks to reopen. At this time, he 
said, only 3.79 per cent of the 
money deposited ‘in national banks 
of Missouri is in closed banks. 

Missouri Bank Situation. 

There were 13 national banks in 
the State which did not immediate- 
ly receive licenses, O’Connor said. 
Of these five have been reopened, 
seven have been placed ‘in liquid4- 
tion, and one remains unlicensed. 
Concerning the cost of liquidation, 
he mentioned that in the year end- 
ed last Oct. 31 the Comptroller’s 
office completed liquidation of 69 
banks, at an expense of 6.78 per 
cent of collections, or 3.87 per cent: 
of the book value of assets. Cred- 
itors received 73.15 per cent of 
their claims, he said. 

Deposits in 600 Missouri banks, 
O’Connor said, are now insured by 
the Federal Deposit Insurance Cor- 
poration. The insurance covers 1,- 
527,316 accounts, totaling $321,- 
298,118. © 

O’Connor said one of the most 
constructive steps taken in Wash- 
ington in banking matters was the 
lending on assets of closed banks 
by the RFC. The RFC, he said, has 
made $8,000;000 available to the 
liquidators of closed banks in Mis- 
souri. 


SPANISH REPUBLIC UNEASY 
ON ITS THIRD ANNIVERSARY 


Threats of Cabinet Crisis and Riots

500 ON STRIKE AGAN

The 500 employes of the Knapp- 


Monarch Co. of Belleville, manu- 
facturers of electrical supplies, went 
on strike again this morning. as the 
result of a dispute over refusal of 
the company to restore two work- 
men to their jobs. 

During February the employes’

Last night the board 
ruled also that the company was 
within its rights in refusing to rein- 
state two workmen who, according 
to the board’s ruling, had each been 
discharged several times in the 
past. When the bvuard’s ruling was 
announced, Joseph Stockman, pres- 
ident of the union, informed the 
board that the workers would go on 
strike today. 

The plant was shut down and 
workmen were picketing its en- 
trances.

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THE TOLPUDDLE MARTYRS. 
The status of labor has changed considerably all 
over the world since six workers, now known as the 
Tolpuddle martyrs, suffered sevére punishment just 
a century ago in England for what would be a com. 
monplace today. These workers, all of good charac- 
ter, became dissatisfied with their earnings of 7 
shillings (about $1.75) a week. They thought they 
should get 10 shillings, and formed themselves into a 
rude union, bound by an oath, in an effort to better 
their condition. 
They had the legal right to form a union, but the 
oath and the plea for higher wages were seditious. 
So public opinion condemned them as criminals who 
had done an abominable deed in “a criminal and 
fearful spirit of combination.” The courts agreed, 
and sentenced each to seven years in a penal col- 
ony. They were pardoned after two years, but so bit- 
ter was the@stigma that only one returned to the 
village where the “crime” was committed. 
' Strikes at that time were criminal offenses in En- 
gland. In America, combinations to improve labor 
conditions were criminal conspiracies, and remained 
so until. 1842. The pathetic martyrs of Tolpuddle 
would marvel to see the present compact labor unions 
of England, now a force in national affairs. They 
would rejoice to see the right of collective bargain- 
ing upheld by American law, and the company union, 
relic of the employer’s dominance in their own day 
in England, fighting for its very existence. By a 
long series of persecutions such as those suffered 
by these six starving workers, labor at last is com- 
ing into its rights.

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A WELCOME INVESTIGATION. 

Official light is going to be thrown where it has 
long been needed. The Senate has adopted the reso- 
lution of Senators Nye of North Dakota and Vanden- 
‘berg of Michigan calling for a thorough investigation 
of the manufacture and traffic in armaments, muni- 
tions and other war supplies. 
While it is distinctly gratifying to record this 
action, it is also difficult to see how the Senate could 
have done otherwise, even if its members had been 
so minded. The recent increase in literature on the. 
unrestrained profiteering, even to the point of pro 
viding for the enemy, of armament makers during 
the World Wer has made it necessary that the whole 
ghoulish business be investigated and brought under 
control. : 
Thanks to the text of the reSolution, the Senate 
committee will be directed not merely to inform the 
people of the nature of the traffic in war materials, 
the methods employed in promoting the sale of such 
supplies and the quantities exported and imported by 
the United States. What is~equally important, the 
committee is ordered to ascertain the adequacy or 
inadequacy of existing legislation, and of treaties to 
which the United States is a party, for controlling 
armament production and traffic. 
‘Along with the resolution, Senator Nye submitted 
figures showing how much greater profits certain 
large American corporations enjoyed in war time 
over peace time. Taking four-year averiges, he re- 
vealed that, during the war period, the profits of du 
Pont increased nearly nine times, those of Bethlehem 
Steel more than eight times, those of Hercules Pow- 
der seven times and those of Utah Copper more than 
four times.

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A CIGARETTE TAX DECREASE PROPOSED. 
The monumental tax on cigarettes has long been 
one of the marvels of our fiscal system. At the rate 
[of 6 cents per package of 20 cigarettes of the usual 
size, 40 per cent of the purchase price of a 15-cent 
package goes to the Government, 48 per cent of a 
twwofor-25-cent package and 60 per cent of a 10,cent 
package. From another angle, as we quoted recently 
from the Lexington (Ky.) Herald, the grower re- 
ceives about $100 for the tobacco grown on an acre, 
the manufacturer gets $300 for the same tobacco and 
the Government gets $800 in taxes thereon! The 
cigarette tax ordinarily is the Government’s largest 
source of revenue, after individual income and cor- 
poration taxes. | 
The growing realization that this levy is too high 
is reflected in the proposal for a 40 per cent reduc- 
tion in all tobacco taxes, just approved by a House 
Ways and Means subcommittee, which will seek to 
have it embodied in the pending revenue bill. It 
will mean a considerable saving to the smoker, Chair- 
man Vinson says, and should also stimulate consump- 
tion. Secretary Morgenthau also has proposed a 
| decrease in the tax, though not so sweeping in scope. 
Whether or not the present move is successful, it 
is inevitable that this mountainous tax must even- 
tually be lowered. The present suggestion is the 
first step of a campaign in which smokers, growers 
and manufacturers alike ultimately will join. 
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And along with all the rest of the surplus, we're 
going to have a bumper iceberg crop this season.

ADVISES LICENSING TO LIMIT 
NUMBER OF FILLING STATIONS 


Consumers’ Board Says There Are 

Too Many; Criticises “Unecon- 

omic Duplication.” : 
By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, ril 14.—The 
adoption of a licensing system by 
the Petroleum Administration to 
limit the number of gasoline filling 
stations was recommended by the 
Consumers’ Advisory Board of the 
NRA in a brief address to the 
Petroleum Administrative Board 
yesterday. The oil code was criti- 
cised on various points. 

The memorandum urged correc- 
tion of a number of “tendencies 
toward monopoly and economic 
waste involved in the code” and in 
the proposed purchasing and mar- 
keting agreement. 

Referring to the question of lim- 
iting retail outlets, the board said 
the proposed purchasing and mar- 
keting agreement “does nothing to 
restrict the expansion of the al- 
ready over-expanded retail distribu- 
tive equipment.” 

“The evidence indicates that there 
are many more service stations in 
the United States than are neces- 
sary to give adequate service. The 
restriction of uneconomic duplica- 
tion might well take the form of 
a system of licenses for new sta- 
tions with perhaps provisions for 
fixing the minimum distance be- 
tween stations and for a sliding 
scale of distance between sta-ions 
in some inverse ratio to density of 
population.”

5 NATIONS ASK LEAGUE 


FOR REAL GUT IN ARMS 


Joint Memorandum by Sweden, 
Spain, Switzerland, Den- 
mark and Norway. 


By the Associated Presa. 

GENEVA, April 14.—Official de- 
mand for a real reduction of arma- 
ment as against stabilization at ex- 
isting levels was filed with the 
League of Nations today by Swe- 
den, Spain, Switzerland, Denmark 
and Norway. These Powers in- 
sisted at the same time on definite 
guarantees of security against war. 

Their joint memorandum  sug- 
gested there was danger in the re- 
armament of Germany on a large 
scale unless the Powers make a 
real reduction in armaments. 

Holland subscribed to the gene- 
eral tenor of the memorandum but 
it was not one of the five signa 
tories. 

The memorandum says the con- 
ference was bound to take into ac- 
count “the situation resulting from 
de facto rearmament,” alluding to 
Germany. 

Emphasizing the dangers of a 
general armaments race, the docu- 
ment says there are two alterna- 
tives: Either a limited but real re- 
duction accompanied by moderate 
rearmament, or the limitation of 
the present armaments of the great 
Powers accompanied by a rearma- 
ment (presumably of Germany) on 
a larger scale. Said the memoran- 
dum: “We favor the first alterna- 
tive.” : 

The signatories demanded the re- 
inforcement of .their security 
against the danger of war, “par- 
ticularly concrete, definite guaran- 
tees of the execution of a conven- 
tion.” | 

They added: “Germany’s return 
to the League of Nations would un- 
doubtedly be an important con- 
tribution to the solution of the 
grave problem of collective securi- 
ties.” 

The memorandum admits it is 
necessary to be content at present 
with agreements on certain 
branches of armaments leaving 
the question of naval armaments 
until 1935 when another naval con- 
ference is due. 

It was suggested that the prob- 
lem of the abolition of military avi- 
ation might be postponed but with 
measures taken “for the uncondi- 
tional prohibition of aerial bom- 


bardment.”

ONE RFC BUSINESS 
LOAN IN ST. LOUIS 


About 15 Applications Sub- 
mitted, but No Money 
Yet Paid. 


The first loan through the St. 
Louis Finance Co. has been ap- 
proved by the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation, but the money 
has not been paid over yet, pending 
settlement of details of conditions. 
It is for $75,000 to a St. Louis man- 
ufacturing concern. John R. Long- 
mire, president of the finance com- 
pany, said it was understood an- 
other loan, for $40,000 to an out- 
state manufactory, would be ap- 
proved. 

Formed last October as part of 
the RFC scheme to aid businesses 
needing temporary financing, the 
finance company has marked time 
during various delays. Longmire 
said the company had submitted 15 
or 20 applications for loans aggre- 
gating about $2,000,000 to the RFC, 
out of 240 applications received by 
the company for $5,000,000 to $6,- 
000,000. Many applications were not 
received because they failed to 
come under scope of the scheme. 

Applications are still being ac- 
cepted, Longmire announced, and 
he is hopeful the undertaking may 
show substantial results. In his 
opinion, the RFC is “playing safe,” 
imposing conditions similar to those 
banks would make for borrowers, 
except that the RFC is willing to 
lend for longer terms. 

Throughout the country, agen- 
cies like the St. Louis Finance Co. 
have submitted applications for 
$104,000,000 to the RFC and about 
$10,000,000 has been approved, 

Longmire asserted the St. Louis 
district is comparatively better off 
than some other sections, through 
the survival of ordinary commer- 
cial banking facilities for many 
businesses, 

Interest on short-term loans, for 
six months and tess, under this plan 
is 5 per cent a year and for lJong- 
term loans, 6 per cent.

WAGES, RENTS FOR 
~-FORELGN TRADE 


in Proportion in Second 
Drastic Deflation; Previ- 
ous One in 1930.

ROME, April 14.—The Council of 
Ministers decreed sweeping reduc- 
tions in salaries and the cost of 
living today to put Italy in a posi- 
tion to compete with other nations 
in the foreign market. The coun- 
cil, over which Premier Mussolini 
presided, ordered all rents in Italy 
reduced 12 per cent. Government 
employes’ salaries were cut from 
6 to 12 per cent. 

All other costs, such as food, 
transportations and utilities are to 
be cut in proportion so that Italy 
can manufacture goods that will 
have even price chances with those 
of other nations. 

Second Drastic Deflation. 

This is the secona such deflation 
in three years, one having been or- 
dered in October, 1930, along al- 
most the same lines. 

The Council of Ministers did not 
touch the salaries of employes of 
industry and commerce but these 
will be reduced through the Fascist 
corporative state organization. 

Government employes whose sal- 
aries range up to 500 lire ($42.50) 
a month are not touched. Those 
with salaries between 500 and 1000 
lire (from $42.50 to $85) are re- 
duced 6 per cent. Salaries between 
1000 and 1500 lire ($85 to $127.50) 
are cut 8 per cent; those. between 
1500 and 2000 lire ($127.50 to $170) 
are cut 10 per ceni’ above 2600 lire 
they are cut 12 per cent. 

The rental on stores was reduced 
15 per cent. 

The Ministers vated to slash their 
own salaries 20 per cent. 

Bachelors Taxed 50 Pct. 

The cabinet decided also that 
bachelors should pay an even great- 
er penalty for the privilege of re- 
maining single. Their tax was dou- 
bled to 50 per cent of their income. 

It was estimated that the State 
would receive added revenues of 
55,000,000 lire ($4,675,000) annually 
from this tax. 

The cabinet announced: 

“The reduction of salaries is es- 
sential for diminishing and equili- 
brating costs. Carrying the burden 
of production lower, one renders 
easier the defense and possible de- 
velopment of export; the circulation 
of money can be curtailed consid- 
erably; one offers conditions of life. 
conductive to recalling the Italian 
tourists who constitute an important 
factor in the prosperity of the coun- 
try.” 

The council also decided to regu- 
late the importation of oilless seers, 
copper, wool, and coffee through 
a system of licenses to be granted 
according to the amount e¢f Italian 
exportation to those countries from 
which those materials come. 

Changes Effective Monday. 

The new level of prices goes into | 
effect Monday. 

The Cabinet also reduced the 
prices of goods in Government co- 
operative stores for Government 
employes 10 per cent. On the other 
hand, reductions are made in the 
living allowances given certain 
classes of Government employes. 
Pensions, however, are untouched. 

The Council cited the drop in the 
cost of living in Italy from a level 
of 100 in June, 1927, to 73.78 last 
March, while the purchasing power 
of the lira rose from a level of 20.82 
in June, 1929, to 36.28 April 1 this 
year. 

Achille Starace, secretary of the 
Fascist party, immediately issued 
orders to the party leaders to su- 
pervise the execution of the eco- 
nomic readjustment, reporting any 
evasions directly to him for disci- 
plinary measures.

HULL MAKING STUDY 
Ur FORETON LOAN LAW 


President Asks Him to Decide 
. Who Will Administer 
Johnson Bill. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 14.—Pres- 


ident Roosevelt yesterday signed 
the Johnson bill which prohibits 
banking houses or individuals from 


floating loans to defaulting debtor 
nations—but who will administer 
the law is undecided. 

A check of the Treasury Depart- 
ment and the Federal Trade Com- 
mission—two agencies involved in 
foreign bond flotations—resulted in 
disclaimers from spokesmen for 
both that they knew anything 
about the administration of the 
law. 

Ultimately, it devolved on Secre- 
tary of State Hull to decide in what 
manner the law shall be adminis- 
tered. President Roosevelt said he 
had sent the law to Hull for study. 

The act’s verbiage makes it apply 
to all debtor\nations and not mere- 
ly to those in default on world war 
debts. This would put many for- 
eign Powers within: the scope of 
the law. 

One of the questions presented 
[to Hull was the task of finding out 
what part token payments would 
play in deciding whether a nation 
was in default. 

A section covering loans to any 
organization or association acting 
on behalf of another Government 
is regarded as reflecting the Gov- 
ernment’s recent refusal to sanc- 
tion the floating of a loan for 
France through a Dutch syndicate. 

Although the Government offi- 
cially has maintained silence re- 
garding the $187,000,000 it says 
Soviet Russia owes on debts, the 
subject has been mentioned in 
Congress. Representative Fish 
(Rep.) of New York, ranking Re- 
publican of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee, told the House the 
State Department understood that 
no further loans would be sanc- 
tioned until the Soviet had recog- 
nized these debts. 

A penalty of $10,000 or a five 
year imprisonment or both is pro- 
vided in the law. The act, becomes 
effective immediately.

LIBERIANS 
ARE KILLING THEM 


League Sends Protest to Gov- 
ernment Against Attack 
on Unarmed Men. 


By the Associated, Press. 

GENEVA, April 14—Reports 
reached here last night that many 
members of Kru tribes in interior 
Liberia, which the League of Na- 
tions had persuaded to disarm, have 
been massacred. | 
A from the League was 
sent to the Liberian Government. 
Tribal chieftains, it was reported, 
after conferences with officials of 
Liberian forces, are now “disap- 
pearing.” 

A League commission, headed by 
Dr. Neville Mackenzie, in 1932 in- 
duced the Krus to surrender their 
rifles in the interest of peace with 
the Liberian Government. 
American-educated sons of chiefs, 
after weeks of struggle in the jun- 
gle, during which they were at- 
tacked by wild beasts, reached 
neighboring colonies and succeeded 
in forwarding protests to the 
League on Europe-bound steam- 
ships. ‘ 

The League received confirma- 
tion from American and British 
sources, it was announced, that the 
grievances were well founded. 

In the protest sent to Monrovia, 
capital of the Liberian republic, the 
League reminded the Government 
that the tribes had been disarmed 
and demanded an explanation. The 
Krus were said to be defenseless. 


An _ investigating commission 
sent to Liberia by the State De- 
partment at Washington reported 
in January, 1931, that although Li- 
beria was founded as a refuge for 
former slaves, ignorant natives 
were forced into bondage by whips 
and chains.

PREMIER DOUMERGUE FINALLY 
BALANCES THE FRENCH BUDGET 


Cabinet Adopts Five Decrees Re- 
ducing Pensions by About 
$264,400,000. 
By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, April 14.—Premier Gas- 
ton Doumergue finally balanced 
France’s budget today. The Cab- 
inet adopted five decrees reducing 
French pensions. These decrees 
completed 4,000,000,000 francs ($264,- 
400,000) in economies effective im- 
mediately. 

The budget, as voted March 1, 

provides for expenditures of 48,- 
318,570,000 francs (about $3,000,000,- 
000) with a surplus of 9,000,000 
francs, but the Government ad- 
mitted it had over-estimated the 
probable receipts. So it set itself 
the task of finding 4,000,000,000 
francs about evenly divided be- 
tween reduction of expenses and an 
increase in receipts. The exact fig- 
ures of the revised budget will be 
known oniy when the decrees are 
fully effective. 
Answering the war veterans’ ulti- 
matum that they would clean up 
France if the Government did not, 
the Cabinet announced judicial and 
administrative reforms  aiready 
were under way.

Most of the book was written in 
New York’s Harlem after Miss 
Cunard had been disinherited by 
her mother for associating with Ne-

Miss Cunard is the daughter of 
the late Sir Bach Edward Cunard 
and Lady Cunard, the former 
Maude Alice Burke of New York 
and California.

Due to Eye Strain 
And to Irritation 


HERE are some _ individuals 

whose eyes are chronically in- 

flamed, and who appear unable 
to get any relief, despite much med- 
ical attention. 

Their trouble is chronic conjune- 
tivitis, and this inflammatory con- 
dition of the conjunctiva is usually 
due to many causes, some of which 
cannot be completely eradicated. 
Still, much can be done to relieve 
the condition. 

One of the important and common 
gauses in chronic conjunctivitis is 
eyestrain. The desk worker whose 
visual difficulties are uncorrected 
or only imperfectly corrected will 
get relief by wearing proper spec- 
tacles. , 

Apropos of this it must be under- 
stood that the diagnosis of defects 
in vision calls for skill. 

When one needs glasses the need 
cannot be served merely by trying 
on a variety of spectacles to see 
which pair fits best. Glasses should 
be prescribed only by those prop- 
erly qualified, and the prescription 
should be filled by responsible op- 
tometrists. 

Chronic conjunctivitis is fre- 
quently due to repeated external ir- 
ritation, tobacco smoke sometimes 
Leing responsible. Late hours and 
alcoho) increase the trouble, and 
the patient who sits up late play- 
ing bridge and then comes to the 
doctor asking to be cured of his 
chronic conjunctivitis, is asking of 
his physician the impossible. 

Quite frequently, the chronic in- 
flammatory condition of the eyes re- 
flects disturbances elsewhere. Gne 
such common disturbance is focal 
infection in the teeth. Chronic ton- 
sillitis and constipation may in an 
indirect manner contribute. 

Chronic sore eyes need persistent 
treatment. Every effort should be 
made to eliminate contributing 
causes, For the inflammatory proc- 
ess, local treatment is necessary. 
The treatment usually consists of 
application of astringent solutions 
to the eyes and the lids. 

Such treatment must be adminis- 
tered under medical supervision, 
and persisted in for at least three 
months and sometimes longer.
